Smith, the club heard Billie Lo u- 
; ise Muir, lo cal hig h scho o l stu ­ 
dent, present her declamatio n 
| which wo n fo r her first place in 
| the 
Ro bert 
Mansfield 
co ntest 
, held recently at the scho o l. 
Mr. Mansfield was a member 
o f the Kiwanis club and the pu­ 
pil who wins the annual co ntest 
is alway s inv ited to appear be­ 
fo re the club. 
Miss Muir was 
g iv en much praise by club m em ­ 
bers upo n the m anner in which 
her o ratio n was deliv ered. 
The pro g ram was arrang ed by 
Wilbur Stiers, who presented Mr. 
Smith. 
The atto rney declared 
th at there is a need fo r a scho o l 
to teach us ho w to liv e. “We 
kno w ho w to make mo ney ,” co n­ 
tinued Mr. Smith, “we kno w ho w 
to spend mo ney and buy thing s, 
but we do no t kno w ho w to liv e.” 
He po inted o ut th a t when a 
crim inal co mmits a crime, he 
do es so because he has no t 
learned ho w to liv e. Our co rrec­ 
tio nal institutio ns, the atto rney 
set o ut, sho uld teach tho se who 
are sentenced there o n the art o f 
liv ing .

The children held the g ro unds 
in a v irtual stag e o f seig e.

W ith tho u­ 
sands piling thro ug h the g ates 
as fast as the turnstiles wo uld 
perm it, it became apparent th a t 
this m anner o f admissio n wo uld 
be to o slo w and all g ates were 
o rdered thro w n wide o pen. 
Once the bars were do wn, the 
children swarmed in so fast the 
po lice were unable to keep them 
in o rder.
